cases will come voluntarily for examination, there must change the attitude the public toward the disease. Any

The medical world classes Hansen’s disease “feebly com- 
municable,” but susceptibility much greater infants and 
young children, and decreases with age. also probable 
that most cases the susceptibility familial. continental 
United States, endemic foci are limited Louisiana Texas 
and Florida. Otuside these states, Hansen’s disease 
rarely communicated contacts that from the public health 
standpoint might considered practically non-com- 
municable disease. The hospital Carville was founded fifty- 
four years ago. date not single member the medical 
nursing staff has contracted the disease. 


Doctors and nurses take very simple precautions, not com- 
parable with those they would take dealing with diphtheria, 
typhoid and other communicable diseases. 


Visitors are admitted freely, nor are they required take 
any special precautions. Children under are not admitted. 


Patients are permitted visit their homes semi-annually 
for periods month. 


FACTS, based actual experience over long period 
years (the most valid scientific yardstick) furnish indubitable 
proof the remoteness the communicability 
disease. 


Since Hansen’s isolation the bacillus, hundreds at- 
tempts have been made grow artificial media but 
date none these have successfully met the requirements 
proof, and all attempted inoculations animals have been 
unsuccessful the same extent. scientist more than 
145 recorded cases has been able infect himself other 
human volunteers attempted inoculation the germ.

For the first time medical history, 
the scientific use tattooing (intra- 
dermal artificial pigment,) has been tried 
patients with Hansen’s disease.

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SEGREGATION OPPOSED 


The American Missions, organiza- 
tion which aids supports 153 hos- 
pitals thirty-eight foreign countries 
cooperation with sixty-one denomi- 
national 
groups, held its annual con- 
vention October 17, 18, and 
Los Angeles. Breaking tradition which 
had stood since the 
ception 1906, the ALM passed the 
first resolution ever made an- 
nual meeting. According Dr. Eugene 
Kellersberger, general secretary 
the agency, this tradition was broken 
because the increasing need for re- 
forms our laws regarding Hansen’s 
disease. 

The resolution condemned the “great 
injustice which has been done those 
who have had (HD) ill-informed 
and frightened public” and urged that 
Congress take immediate action the 
National (Hansen’s disease) Act, (H.R. 
4051—S. 1874) now pending the 
House and Senate. The delegates also 
urged the legislatures the several 
states repeal all laws, archaic and 
needless, which require isolation and 
segregation those suffering from Han- 
disease. 

press release October 17, Dr. 
Kellersberger said that Hansen’s disease 
not “an institutional disease,” and 
advocated treating patients any 
other skin and nerve disease cases 
clinics proper supervision 
wherever they live. Noting the changes 
that have taken place recent years 
the treatment people suffering with 
Hansen’s disease, Dr. Kellersberger com- 
mented that spite these changes 
there still stigma surrounding the 
person with and pointed 
out that one the important functions 
American Mission dispel the 
many misconceptions and superstitions 
about the disease.

Some 
came out curiosity, some teach how live better lives, 
some out pity, some from sense religious duty, and 
others, doubt, with the intention helping.

These old world tales, enactments and regulations had 
been most effective weapons for those who wished keep 
where were. Many sufferers remained mute, subservient 
and resigned. Dictatorial powers were handed out those 
who claimed know all about us—a most convenient way 
getting rid problem real imaginary. newspaper 
periodical would think printing story cutting across these 
oldtime traditions. what were do? prodded here 
and pulled there, but all replies were something like, “It 
isn’t done.” 

One day, quite chance, saw copy some crudely got 
carbon copies new birth. was titled Dawn! Vividly 
remember the concluding lines description somebody 
who had absconded from Carville. read can run away 
from Carville, but you can’t run away from leprosy!” 

few years ago received snappy journal called THE 
STAR. was paper written and produced Hansenites 
and about Hansen’s disease. Here was new departure. all 
the organizations have heard there patient 
their councils. The paper was instructive not only patients, 
but medical men, administrators and the public. Its impact 
ing lone fight for better odds, and eventually some very 
fine friends.

One important feature leprosy described the New 
Testament confirms the view that was thought essentially 
mark taboo. Other diseases the New Testament are 
described being “healed” “cured.” Leprosy, however, 
described being “cleansed.” 


When this simple, and believe, true explanation Bib- 
lical leprosy understood and accepted, great step will 
taken toward the elimination the irrational leprophobia 
today.
